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Holstein Dairy Queen Series 
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Standard Quality Essential 


HE NATIONAL Dairy Council is 
T pamphlet issued by the Philadelphia Interstate Dairy 

Council, entitled “Milk and Money.” It has been pre- 
pared especially for the milk producer and features one 
phase of Council work which has been little emphasized, 
namely quality control. Regardless of the amount of 
money and effort spent to educate the public to the 
greater need of milk and dairy products, a uniform quality 
product is a fundamental necessity in maintaining a satis- 
factory market. 

The booklet takes up the subject of quality production 
and developes it by considering each step of production 
as a link in the chain and emphasizes the proposition that 
the chain is no stronger than its weakest link. Eight 
links are developed, these being: 

I—Milking Utensils, clean and sterile. 
II—Clip udders and flanks. - 
11I—Wash or wipe udders before each milking. 

I1v—Clean milking methods. 

V—Use covered milk pails. 

Vi—Free from sediment. 

VII—Cool quickly to the lowest possible temperature. 
VIlI—Blanket cans when delivered to the station. 

This question of quality control is one of the most 
serious with which we have to contend in extending dairy 
markets. That is one of the reasons for the growth of 
the demand for oleomargarine because it is an absolutely 
standard product, one package being exactly like another. 
Unfortunately this statement is not true with respect to 
the general run of dairy products of all kinds. There is 
nothing much “sadder” than milk or butter or cheese that 
has “gone wrong” and it is almost impossible to ‘‘educate” 
away the memory of such painful experiences on the part 
of the consumer. 

This problem of a standard quality product is one of 
the serious questions in connection with our Holstein 
Milk advertising. In order to get full benefit from this 
advertising, we must make available for the consuming 
public a product that can be sold under the Holstein 
label and that will be of a uniform high quality to give 
complete satisfaction to the most discriminating con- 
sumer. The problem is one for our breeders to solve for 
themselves as the demand develops in the various local- 
ities. We must not expect to revolutionize the milk 
market and to change consumers’ habits over night, 
but rather to look and work for a steady growth and 
development along the lines we believe to be sound. 


Special Milk Markets 


HE MAN who makes a success of his business is the 
= one who can adapt his methods to changing con- 
ditions. There was a time when the breeder of 
purebred dairy animals was inclined to look upon the 
milk as a by-product useful in raising calves, but other- 
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wise of not much account. That time has gone by. Under 
present conditions, the breeder who does not have a 
market that will absorb the greater part of his cost of 


her maintenance, finds himself operating .at a loss. 

Most of our large breeding establishments today are 
turning to special milk markets of one kind or another 
as a necessary factor in the conduct of their business 
Certified and special baby milks, retail routes, fancy 
cheese, ice cream—these are a few of the solutions that 
have been found by Holstein breeders. 

So important has the subject become that we haye 
asked a number of men who have been signally successfy} 
along this line to tell the story for the benefit of Worig 
readers. A series of articles on Building Special Markets 
for Holstein Milk will, accordingly, be presented during 
the coming months. These articles will be practical, ang 
will deal in facts rather than theories. 

The first of the series appears as the leading feature 
this week. It tells of the experiences of Dutchland Farms 
in marketing their product, and outlines the methods 
that have won success for this firm. We urge carefy] 
study of this and the succeeding articles in the series 
because the subject is one that is so vitally connected with 
the future of the Holstein-Friesian breeding industry. 

The time is most opportune for the building up of a 
special market for Holstein Milk. The public is becoming 
more and more educated to an appreciation of a quality 
product. The National Dairy Council and other agencies 
are devoting their energies along this line. 

There is an opportunity also to make a direct con. 
nection with the advertising efforts of our National Asso. 
ciation in behalf of Holstein Milk. If we as an industry 
are to get maximum benefit from this advertising expendi- 
ture, we must place ourselves in a position to furnish a 
high quality standard product, which can be sold under 
the Holstein label. Many breeders are now successfully 
marketing all the Holstein Milk they can produce through 
these various special markets. There is opportunity for 
development of many more, and if we fail to put our best 
thought and energy along this line, we shall have missed 
a real opportunity for helping ourselves while at the same 
time serving the public.

The World has a card from Bill Davidson who is vis- 
iting in Europe. Bill writes that Austria seems denuded 
of cattle but that there are plenty of dairy animals in 
Czecho-Slovakia but of inferior quality. He tells us that 
women do the farm work in those countries and services 
range from twenty-five to thirty-five cents per day. If 
Bill could arrange to hold one of his famous Brentwood 
sales in Roumania of Czecho-Slovakia and obtain the 
average price he secured for Holstein breeders in Amer- 
ica while paying the wages that are prevalent over there 
for services around the sale ring, he should make a for- 
tune. In fact he should rapidly recoup his losses incurred 
while conducting public sales at Philadelphia. 

It is rumored that Davidson is going quite largely 
out of the Holstein business on account of the increased 
valuation of his farm property and the demands upon his 
time in the marketing of wool. If this is true the Hol- 
stein industry is losing one of its real assets for Bill 
“Brentwood” Davidson is one of the finest Holstein men 
that it has been our pleasure to meet. We wish him 4 
safe return voyage to the shores of his adopted land. 
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Dairy Legislative Work by Association 
INCE coming with the Association, Mr. W. B. Barney, 
has been devoting most of his time to legislative 
work and the enactment of better dairy laws. — 

Two very important hearings were held in Washington 
during the early part of the work, one of these having 
to do with the Tariff on Vegetable Oils before the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture, the other before the Internal 
Revenue Commission on the new regulations covering the 
manufacture and sale of butter substitutes. Mr. Barney 
represented the Association in both of these hearings and 
the results were very satisfactory to the dairy industry. 

The two laws that he has been working on in more 
than twenty-five states have been the Anti-Filled Milk 
Laws and the advertising laws. A summary of the re- 
sults achieved in the various states is as follows: 

illinois: Advertising and filled milk bills enacted into 
“ Filled Milk Bill failed of passage. Through 
oversight of party handling advertising bill it was not 
introduced. - 

lowa: Filled Milk Law enacted, Advertising Law en- 
acted several years ago. 

Kansas: Filled Milk Bill enacted into law. Adver- 
tising law after passage in Senate failed to pass the 

ouse. 

‘ Nebraska: Both measures enacted into laws. 
Missouri: Both measures enacted into laws. 
Minnesot3?: Both measures enacted into laws. 
Michigan: Filled Milk Bill passed. Advertising meas- 

ure enacted some time since. 

Wisconsin: Advertising bill enacted into law. 

New York: Advertising bill introduced, did not pass. 

Ohio: Advertising bill passed both branches in the 
legislature. The Governor vetoed it. 

Connecticut: Filled Milk Bill enacted into law. 

New Hampshire: Both bills enacted into laws. 

Vermont: Both bills enacted into laws. 

New Jersey: Advertising bill enacted into law. 


Massachusetts: Both bills enacted into laws. 
Pennsylvania: Filled Milk Bill enacted into law. 


Delaware: Advertising and Filled Milk Bills and a 
measure creating standard for ice cream of 12 per cent 
butterfat, ali enacted into laws. 


West Virginia: Filled Milk Bill and ice cream stand- 
ard enacted into laws. 


Tennessee: Filled Milk Bill enacted into law. 
Oregon, Washington and Idaho: Have filled milk bills. 
The advertising law referred to above, prohibits use of 


the names and pictures of the dairy breed of cattle, or 
the use of dairy terms in advertising substitutes for 
butter. 

The work Mr. Barney has been doing has been highly 
appreciated by the dairy industry as a whole. The large 
number of letters received by the Extension Service from 
the dairymen, creamery men and others interested bear 
ample testimony of this fact. 


A TRIBUTE TO SOLOMON HOXIE 


I have just been reading a little volume entitled— 
— Hoxie”—a biography by his daughter, Jane L. 

oxie. 

I believe every one interested in human progress, and 
particularly those who are breeding Holstein-Friesian 
cattle, should read this book. It is full of interesting facts 
relating to the early history of the breed, but the particular 
inspiration to me is the overwhelming reminder that civili- 
zation owes-so much in every line of progress to men of 
the Hoxie type—men who are actuated by ideals rather 
than personal ambitions—men who are searching for 
truth rather than money. Certainly the Holstein-Friesian 
breed owes very much to the memory of Mr. Hoxie, and 
our future progress will depend largely upon men of his 
type who may rise up with new generations. 

Mr. Hoxie was a man of vision whose ideas reached far 
beyond his time. He was our first effective extension 
worker and most effective, because he was inspired by 
his profound belief in the Friesian cattle, together with 
his intense purpose to render service to mankind. 

I do not know that the little book is for sale or in- 
tended for general distribution, but I do know that it is 
avery valuable addition to the literature of our breed—to 
the literature of progress in general, and particularly to 
the literature of hope and optimism.

“KNOW YOUR COW” CONTEST 


“Know your Cow” is the slogan 
adopted by 144 dairy farmers in ten 
Kansas counties that have organized 
cow testing associations and are 
striving to win the $1,000 in cash 
prizes offered by the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce. An equal 
number of Missouri counties im 
western half of the state are also con- 
tenders in the “Know Your Cow” 
Contest. 

The prizes $500 first, $250 second, 
$150 third and $100 will be awarded 
to the county that tests the greatest 
number of cows for a period of one 
year in a regularly organized cow 
testing association. The contest 
which began January 1, 1923 closes 
August 31, 1924. Reports for April 
show 1752 cows in testing associa- 
tions of Kansas and approximately 
2,000 in Missouri. The report for the 
latter state is not complete. Cows 
may be added to the associations dur- 
ing July and August and be counted 
in the contest. After August there 
will not be sufficent time to secure a 
year’s test on a cow before the con- 
test closes. 


A. C. Maloney, County Agent of 
Bourbon County, Kansas, reported 25 
herds with 386 cows on test during 
April, Walter Delp, Greene County, 
Missouri, reported 334; and V. S. 
Crippen, Reno County, Kansas 289. 
Pettis and Johnson counties, Mis- 
souri reported 320 cows in a combine 
association. R. J. Howat, County 
Agent of Jackson County, Missouri, 
has just organized an _ association 
which will have seven to eight hun- 
dred cows on test according to his 
present plans. 

The highest producing cow in hoth 
milk and butter fat for April was a 
purebred Holstein owned by Cleland 
and Williams of Bourbon County, 
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Kansas. She produced 2,364 pounds 
of milk and 81.7 pounds of butterfat.

of which is essential to increasing 
business. A little more than a year 
ago when we decided to enter the ice 
cream business, it was our ambition 
to put on the market, a higher grade 
cream than was sold commercially in 
New England.

Unless every advance indication is 
at fault, this year will develop one of 
the best and strongest showings of 
Holstein cattle at the Eastern States 
Exposition in Springfield, Mass., since 
the founding of this widely known 
eastern agricultural show in 1916 
when the Exposition plant in West 
Springfield, was dedicated with the 
National Dairy Show of that year. 

In 1919 the custom was established 
of conducting the Eastern States 
Annual fall show in the third week of 
September. In accordance with this 
custom the 1923 Exposition will take 
place from September 16 to 22 in- 
clusive. Without excepting the Na- 
tional Dairy Show, there is every ex- 
pectation in Holstein’ circles. of 
making the coming Exposition the 
strongest in the black and white 
classes in the history of the breed 
and to this end the Holstein-Friesian 
Association is co-operating whole- 
heartedly with the Eastern States Ex- 
position management. 

In 1919 and 1920 the Holstein 
classes in the cattle division were 
excellent in quality but lacked 
numerical strength. In 1921 there 
was an increase in number of Hol- 
stein cattle and no deviation in 
quality. Last year Holsteins pre- 
dominated in the dairy cattle section 
and the interest developed in the 
breed has resulted in plans for an 
even better exhibit by adherents of 
this breed and type again this year. 

Naturally the amount of premiums 
offered is of prime interest to every 
exhibitor. In this regard the pre- 
mium list of the Eastern States Ex-

position compares’ favorably wita 
that of other shows. Four thousand 
dollars in cash prizes is being offered, 
of which $1200 for individual entries 
is offered by the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation. 

In addition, $600 is offered jointly 
by the Exposition and the Extension 
Service Bureau of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association for the best state 
herds. Not only must these animals 
be registered or eligible for registry, 
but they must be owned by residents 
of the State from which they are =2x- 
hibited and must be owned by at 
least three different owners with in- 
dividual owners limited to five single 
head in this classification. 

To promote and encourage better 
dairy breeding and farming in 
Massachusetts, the Massachusetts 
Department of Agriculture will give 
its official recognition by awarding a 
silver medal to the best Holstein cow 
in milk, bred and owned in Massa- 
chusetts, and shown at the 1923 
Eastern States Exposition. 

In accordance with its custom of 
other years, the Exposition manage- 
ment has endeavored to obtain the 
services of a recognized authority to 
judge the various livestock classes. 
W. S. Moscrip of St. Paul, Minn., has 
consented to tie the ribbons on the 
1923 Holstein entries and the breed 
will be judged Thursday, Sept. 20. As 
at previous expositions, the cattle 
section will be in charge of Robert 
Scoville of New York, representing 
the board of directors, and under the 
immediate supervision of William H. 
Tomhave of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege who has been at the head of the 
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cattle and breeding division of the 
horse department ever since the Ex. 
position was established.

A SLIGHT MISSTATEMENT 





In the story of De Kol Plus Segis 
Dixie in the July 7 issue, we stated 
that it was believed to be the fact 
that De Kol Plus Segis Dixie was the 
only purebred daughter of her sire. 
This is the general impression among 
Canadian breeders with whom we 
have talked, Mr. Goodhue, of Ray. 
mondale Farm, himself, expressing 
that belief. Research in the Cana. 
dian Herd Book, however, reveals the 
fact that W. J. Gerow, of Bloomfield, 
Ontario, who bred De Kol Plus Segis 
Dixie, also bred several other daugi- 
ters of Sir Segis Dixie. The regis. 
tration of three other daughters of 
this sire has been discovered by the 
research department of the World. 
These are Pauline Segis Dixie 25786, 
Jennie Segis Dixie 25788, and Daisy 
Keyes Segis 25781, all in the Cana- 
dian Herd Book. None of these other 
daughters, however, have ever been 
tested for production, and _ their 
present whereabouts is apparently 
unknown.

In all parts where 
the buttermilk was used there was 
almost no mold—except at poorly 
fitting dooms—and the color of the 
bean leaves (soy beans and corn 
were ensiled) was very bright in the 
cemented portion of the silo. There 
is a regular commercial culture of 
the sort now on the market.

California eggs are graded strictly 
and sold cooperatively. Shippers use 
only White Leghorns and deal only in 
infertile eggs. The eggs are dropped 
into boiling oil at a temperature of 
240 degrees for four seconds. This 
puts an oil coat on the outside and 
hardens the inside filament so that 
the air cannot get through. Such an 
egg can be taken out of cold storage 
after one year and poached like a 
fresh laid egg.
